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A NEW CLIMATE FOR NEVADA. 


“The cultivation of the soil of Ne- 
braska has done much to change the 
climate of that State. Its anoual 
rainfall was formerly only 20 inches; 
now it is 32 inches. Then only 5 
inches of the rainfall were absorbed, 
the rest running off the surface of the 
hard soil; now the absorption of 
moistare by the cultivated soil is esti- 
mated at 20 inches. Asa result of 
these changes, many new springs have 
leaped into life, and slender streams 
have grown to rivers. 
- These changes which have taken 
place in the.climate of Nebraska 
strengthen our hopes of Nevada. Her 
vast arid plains, wheré now the sage- 
brush parches in the heat of the sum- 
mer sun, may yet be transformed into 
green pastures and fields of grain, wet 
by abundant rains from heaven. The 
reclamation of great areas by means 
of irrigation from artesian wells may 
be the firat scene in the grand trans- 
formation. The forces of nature will 
conspire to assist inethe work. The 
. more water the farmer pours upon the 
land, the more will be showered down 
from the clouds. Trees will catch 
and retain the moisture. The broken 
Jand will drink it in, and give it back 
in grass and grain and fruit. Every 
productive acre makes the reclama- 
tion of the adjoining desert easier. 
Climb the mountaios on a summer 
day and look down upon Washoe val- 
ley. See what a marvelous change a 
few years have wrought. The valley 
is chequered with squares of green 
und squares of yellow, fields of clover 
and fields of grain; dotted with cattle 
feeding on fertile meadows bord ered 
with green trees, row onrow. Twen- 
ty years ago the eye would have 
roamed over a barren, sandy desert, 
unrelieved, savealong the margin of 
the river, by a single patch of green— 
a desert in which some wandering In- 
dian with his pony’ would have been 
the only living things in sight. The 
waters of the Truckee have made the 
change. The waters which nature 
has hid: deep down below the great 
valleys to the south and- east and 
north may yet be raised to the sur- 
face and do as much for them. 
The time maycome when no man 
will be contented in Nevada without 
‘an umbrella. 


.» & BAD RECOM MENDATION. 


Gov. Kinkead’s message contains 
the following recommendation: 


“Thére is now in the State School 
Fund, subject to investment, about 
$100,000. The money can, under the 
constitution, be invested in but two 
ways—either in United States bonds 
or in securities of this State. The 
only government bonds obtainable 
bear fuur per cent. interest, and are 
now at a premium of over 11 per cent. 
in the market. It would therefore be 
a beneficial investment for the School 
Fand to take $100,000 of our State 
bonds, bearing four per cent. at par. 
The issuance, in addition, $100,000 six 

cent. bonds, which I am sure can 

negotiated at par, will carry the 
State through the year upona cash 
basis.”

There seems 
th be no good reason why the State 
should not pay the same interest on 


money borrowed from the School Fand | B! 


as ity pmropld: »- be obliged to, 
pay“ un money obtained 
other*sources. Yet it is proposed to 
compel a loan from the School Fund 
at the rate of four per cent., while put- 
ting bunds at six per cent. on the 
market forsale. This is not right. 
The School Fund is a sacred trust, 
and the State is its Trastee. What 
would be thought of an individual 
Trustee who would loan trust funds to 
himself at a third lower rate of inter- 
est than he would have to pay on 
money obtained from any other source? 
Yet this is precisely what the State of 
Nevada. would be doing, should the 

recommendation be carried 


BULLION PRODUCTION. 


The 8S. F. Bulletin publishes the fol- 
lowing table of the bullion production 
for 1880 of the States and Territories’ 
west of the Missouri river. I[t will be 
seen that Nevada has dropped to the 
third place, and that Colorado now 
takes the lead. The yield of the pre- 
cious metals in 1880 exceeded by about 
five millions that of 1879:

CONFLICTING RETURNS. 


Did Garfield or Hancock Receive 
Piarality of Votes at the November 
Election? 


From the New York Tribune. 


Accurate returns of the vote cast at 
the late Presidential election are slow 
incomingin. Different tables have 
been published—one by the Republi- 
can iving Garfield a plurality 
of 8600 over ancock, and another 
by the Democratic papers, placing 
Hancock 6,000 ahead of Garfield. The 
Chicago Inter-Ocean prints a table 
which it says was compiled by a com- 
mittee of Congressmen at Washing- 
ton, the figures of which were ob- 
tained from the Secretary of State in 
each State. In this table the total 
vote is placed at 9,241,338, of which 
Garfield received 4,460,249, Hancock 
4,453,498, Weaver 307,998, and scat- 
tering 19,593. This puts Garfield 
6,751 ahead of Hanceck. But the 
Inter-Ocean claims that there is an er- 
ror in the returns from Kansas by 
which Garfield loses 6,023 votes, Han- 
cock 2,884 and Weaver 1,251. If this 
is allowed, the total vote would be 
9,251,496, aod Garfield’s plurality 
would rise to 9,890. The Congres- 
sional table places Hancock’s majorit 

in Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi <a | 
South Carolina a little above 154,000. 
As it is well known that, at a moder- 
ate calculation, there isin these four 
States a Republiean majority of 75,- 
000, and as at least 200,000 Republi- 
can votes were suppressed in the other 
Southern States, it is safe to say that 
Garfield's popular majority would 
have been 300,000 had there been a 
full vote and afair count everywhere.
